Commentary 


Governor Otis R. Bowen 


■ Creation of jobs — the type of 
employment that will stimulate the 
state s and nation s productivity 
and prosperity — is an obvious pri­ 
ority. 
Because of activity on the part of 
government, business and labor, 
we do have reasonable hopes for 
sustained forward progress in eco­ 
nom ic re co v e ry . H ow ever, our 
hopes are threatened by ever-wors­ 
ening s h o rta g e s of n a tu ra l gas 
and ever-growing reliance upon 
unstable foreign sources of petro­ 
leum, 
In the absence of a national en­ 
ergy policy, states, businessmen 
and consum ers have been com ­ 
pelled to resort to stop-gap m eas­ 
ures to m in im iz e the im p a ct of 
shortages Som e of these programs 
are working 
Others necessarily 
are limited in scope — again, in 
the ab sence of national p olicy 
direction. W e have undertaken the 
necessary and worthwhile effort to 
treat the c a s u a ltie s of energ y 
shortage: those who face layoffs 
and those who are pinched by high 
prices. 
A policy limited to bandaging the 
wounded no longer makes sense 
W e are running out of bandages 


Clear policy signals from W ash­ 
ington are essential if we are to 
pass over the next threshhold to­ 
ward more efficient energy uses In 
order to build energy efficien cy 
into the Am erican way of life, gov­ 
ernment. business and the Am eri­ 


can consumer will need to spend 
large sums of money. U nfortu­ 
nately, it is ridiculous at this point 
. to ask them to do so without even 
the vaguest assurance that the 
money will be well spent. The situ­ 
ation is that confusing. 
A good example of this problem 
is coal. Our utilities and industries 
are being advised to convert to 
coal. But policies of regulatory 
a g e n c ie s , such as E P A , work 
against the use of coal, by permit­ 
ting its application only on terms 
that w o uld p la ce an o n ero u s 
burden upon the Am erican con­ 
sumer. Meanwhile, Congress pays 
lip service to coal and then pro­ 
ceeds to enact questionable legis­ 
lation further restricting its produc­ 
tio n . At the sa m e tim e , the 
transportation system which de­ 
livers much of this coal continues 
to deteriorate. 
lf we are serious about using 
coal, we need a clear, workable 
policy that leads to that goal, lf we 
are not, we should quit kidding our 
businessmen and consumers.

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Voter Feedback 


The apathy that many people feels towards 
government can be directly related to their lack of 
participation in it. 
Voting is an infrequent exercise and the many 
events that have been recorded in politics at all levels 
in the past few years have even turned a large 
segment of Americans from even participating in 
that. 
Recently, however, 6,000 constituents in the Tenth 
Congressional District were given the opportunity to 
express their views on a large number of issues via a 
questionaire prepared tor Congressman Phil Sharp. 
The results are not all that surprising. Respondents 
indicated that fewer federal dollars should be spent 
on welfare and foreign aid. 
The poll showed 76 per cent favored less spending 
on international affairs and foreign aid, and 69 per 
cent thought too much was being spent on public 
assistance. 
In fact, those who answered the questionaire were 
consistent in their beliefs that less—or at least no 
more—money should be spent on national spending 
programs. The only exception to this came with 
federal law enforcement, where a slim 51 per cent 
favored spending more. 
Congressman around the nation are particularly 
interested in solving, or reducing, the economic 
problems that have become a major focus over the 
past few years. 
The results were 53 per cent against wage, price 
and profit controls as a solution. On the other hand, 73 
per cent favored lower interest rates and increased 
money supplies to make credit more available for 
home mortgages and business investments. 
The topic of taxes—always a matter of concern with 
Americans—showed 65 per cent favored personal 
income tax cuts to increase purchasing power. 
Another 63 per cent favored supported reinstitution of 
public works employment in the area of railroad 
repairs, flood control and construction. 
Respondents also indicated their approval of a five- 
year delay in stricter clean air standards. Nearly 60 
per cent also approved guarantees of minimum 
prices for farm commodities. 
The question of gun control, another controversial 
issue at the present time, resulted in 40 per cent 
calling for the elimination of cheap handgun sales. 
Another quarter of the respondents indicated there 
should be no federal gun laws. Another 29 per cent 
favored registration of all firearms, with 4 per cent 
calling for the outlawing of ownership of all firearms. 
Whether these rem ain just statistics or shape the 
voting habits of Rep. Sharp will be up to him—but in 
any case, now he knows.

Another Transplant Advance 


A significant advance has 
been m ade in the better un­ 
derstanding of tissue 
trans­ 
plants and the reasons why 
some of them are rejected. 
The importance of typing 
blood is, of course, recognized 
as being vitally important. 
Now, a group of scientists is 
try mg to establish tissue typing, 
rn an effort to advance the 
practice of transplantation. An 
attem pt is being made to match 
kidneys, liver, heart, bone 
marrow and blood vessels to 
give greater assurance that 
transplanted tissue will survive 
and be useful to the recipient. 
Dr. Fritz H. Bach, of the 
University of Wisconsin, has 
devised 
a 
tissue-typing 
technique. When it was reported 
at the American College of 
Surgeons it was greeted with 
enthusiasm. 
Now, compatible tissue types 
may soon be established. It is 
hoped that this will help achieve 
greater 
success 
with 
organ 
transplants.

The enormous success that 
has been attained in recent 
years with total replacement of 
the hip joint has stimulated 
further research in this area. 
Replacing defective hips with 
special metals and plastics is 
now alm ost routine procedure. 
The experience gained has 
stimulated research workers to 
perform similar surgery 
on 
defective knees, elbows and 
joints of the hands. 


Limbs, fingers and toes that 
were virtually useless because 
of deformities will soon be 
candidates for replacem ent 
with artificial joints. 
Surgical advances in this field 
are exciting evidence of the 
value of continued research. 
•

A great deal of controversy 
has existed for years about the 
socalled “youth drug” first 
discovered in Romania. 
The base of the “youth drug” 
is essentially an anesthetic, 
procaine. There were some who 
were enthusiastic about this 
drug and others who totally 
rejected it. 
A group of doctors at Duke 
University’s Center for Study of 
the Aging have embarked on a 
definitive study to see if they 
can substantiate or deny the 
value of the “youth drug.” 
The early 
results so far 
suggest that there may perhaps 
be some value to the drug. The 
studies are just beginning and 
therefore people should not be 
tem pted to buy this drug 
without the advice of their 
doctor. 
When more positive results 
are established further reports 
will be brought to the attention 
of physicians everywhere.

That is expected in increase to 
nearly $1 . 2 million this year. 
Bulk of the trash consists of 
disposable cans and paper 
item s. 
This 
has 
brought 
renewed demands for enact­ 
ment of the controversial ban on 
disposable containers faced by 
the last two legislative sessions 
Although there are laws on the 
books providing stiff fines for 
unlawful dumping, they are 
nearly impossible to enforce. 
State Police made 326 arrests 
for littering in 1974. It would 
require unlimited manpower to 
bring 
a 
complete halt 
to 
thoughtless littering by strict 
law enforcement. Instead, it 
requires the co-operation of all 
concerned Hoosiers. 
PURDUE UNIVERSITY HAS 
made an ongoing study of waste 
disposal, 
with 
students 
w eighing, 
separating, 
and 
examining items found in the 
dumps. They found it takes four 
times as much money to pick up 
litter as it does to collect when 
placed in trash cans at the 
curbs. Solid waste collection 
and disposal is second only to 
school in cost in community 
expenditures. 
Production 
of 
w aste, 
estimated at 2.7 pounds per 
person each day in 1920, has 
grown to 4.5 pounds each today, 
and will reach over 6 pounds for 
each indivudal by 1980.

Cyclone Hits Australia 


SYDNEY (UPI) — Cyclone Joan hit the small western 
Australian town of Port Redland today with winds up to 
135 miles per hour, ripping off dozens of roofs but 
causing no casualties. 
The controller of emergency services in Port Redland, 
Richard Langley, said by telephone that emergency 
workers were hampered by floods. Roofs were ripped off 
nearly every building on the town’s seaward side, Langley 
said, and there was m ajor structural damage 


With nearly 8 inches of rain in the past 21 hours, 
Langley said, flooding was a m ajor threat. The town’s 
street was under two feet of water, he said. 
Port Redland, with a population of about 1,500, is a 
mining area 850 miles north of Perth. 


Kissinger Visits Tokyo 


TOKYO (UPI) — Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
told Japanese officials today U.S.Chinese relations are 
good and will gradually get better, U.S. embassy 
sources said. 
Kissinger stopped in Tokyo to confer with the 
Japanese, notably Prime Minister Takeo Miki and 
Foreign Minister Kiichi Miyazawa, after accompanying 
President Ford to China, Indonesia and the Philippines. 
The sources said Kissinger reviewed Ford’s travels 
during a breakfast meeting with Miyazawa, as he did 
later with Miki, and also discussed various U.S.- 
Japanese issues. 


Negotiations At “Delicate Stage" 


LONDON 
(UPI) — Negotiations with four Irish 
Republican Army gunmen holding a middle-aged couple 
hostage in the living room of their London home have 
reached a “delicate stage,” police said today. 
But officials vowed there would be no deals with the 
four — believed to be key m em bers of an IRA cell 
responsible for a series of London bombings that have 
killed 27 persons and injured more than 500 in the last 18 
months. 


In The Nation 


Hawaii Declared Disaster Area 


HONOLULU (UPI) — President Ford has declared 
Hawaii a major disaster area because of the Nov. 29 
earthquake that caused seismic sea waves and volcanic 
action with extensive property damage. 
Ford’s declaration, made on his arival in the island 
state en route home from a week long Asian tour 
Sunday, will allow the use of federal funds for relief and 
recovery efforts in the designated areas of the state. 


Food Inflation Slower 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Food price inflation for 
American consumers during the year ending Sept. 30 
was slower than in all but two of a total (rf 15 countries 
checked in a survey, the Agriculture Department says. 
The agency’s Foreign Agricultural Service said only 
Australia and West Germany had sm aller food increases 
(hiring the year, 5.2 per cent in Australia and 5.8 per 
cent in West Germany compared with 7:7 per cent in the 
United States. 


Energy Bill Attacked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Several House Democrats 
have attacked an energy bill they contend will result in 
a ”$6 billon give-away’wto m ajor oil companies. 
Rep John Dinged, D-Mich., said he and others will try 
to defeat a bill to fund the Energy Research and 
Development Administration because a House-Senate 
conference committee tacked on a $6 billion loan 
guarantee program for synthetic fuel development. 
Dinged said there were no hearings on the conference 
committee action. But a Senate committee official said 
there were extensive hearings on the proposal in the 
House before it went to conference. 
The bid started out as a $5 billion authorization for 
ERDA, the new agency that coordinates federal energy 
research.

Hoosiers spend a great deal of money each year 
paying taxes for roads and streets. Interstate ex­ 
pressways and multi-lane prim ary roads have m ade 
travel much more convenient. 
Residents in primarily ru ral areas such as Rush 
County, however, have to spend a large amount of 
time on roads other than m ajor highways and in­ 
terstates 
While maintaining roads is becoming a growing 
problem simply because of rapidly increasing costs, 
there is a problem facing county officials throughout 
the state that demands attention now. 
Recent studies applying federal guidelines to roads 
throughout Indiana showed that one-fourth of the 
county roads are “intolerable.” 
While this is a shocking figure, the study also 
revealed that bridges on such roads were often tim es 
in even worse condition. 
Of the m ore than 100,000 bridges in Indiana, over 
half were built before 1935. In fact, many were con­ 
structed right at the turn of the century, making 
many 75 years old or more. 
During the past three years, a survey made around 
the state showed some alarm ing facts concerning 
bridges that Hoosiers use everyday. 
From these findings cam e the facts that more than 
6,500 of Indiana’s rural bridges are unsafe for stan­ 
dard-sized school buses and that there are 1,445 
critically substandard bridges which should be 
replaced or rebuilt imm ediately. Another 8,140 were 
said to need temporary repairs. 
, 
This is of m ajor concern to two important groups in 
this a re a —school children, and subsequently their 
parents, and farmers. 
It is estim ated that every school day, one out of 
every eight Hoosiers rides a school bus. A typical bus 
today weights anywhere from 21,000 to 28,000 pounds 
loaded. 
Problem s with bridges, though, have led to the 
limiting of the weight of vehicles that can cross 
certain bridges. In many instances, a loaded bus 
cannot cross a bridge, thus requiring detours that 
take m ore time and additional taxpayer’s money. 
If a bus cannot cross a bridge, odds are that heavy 
farm m achinery cannot safely cross it, either. As 
dependence on rail services decline, the need for 
sound bridges that trucks can cross with their heavy 
harvest loads grows. 
The needs are very real—and will not go away 
simply by ignoring them. On the other hand, bridge 
construction is very expensive and time consuming. 
Now it is the responsibility of county officials to 
carefully study all bridges and make every effort 
possible to work towards getting a fair share of 
money returned to the county for use in bridge 
program s.
